It was for- 
merly the uniform custom’ ‘to huddle -to- 
gether, in large apartments, convicts of all 
ages and of every difterent shade of immor- 
ality... Except the separation ‘of the sexes, 
there was little attempt. at —B———— of 
any kind. The old and practiced villain was 
associated with the youth who, perhaps, had 
been led, by sudden impulse or artful asso- 
ciates, nto the offense that sent him there. 
A prison, therefore, was a hornbly inatruct- 
ive school of crime, and a mest efficient stim- 


repress. , 
The. Pennsylvania system is not, in the 


confinement. The prisoner sees frequently 
the chaplain, the officers of the prison; the 
physician when necessary, and sometimes 
visitors, But all these together would not, 
in thost eases, occupy: an average of over a 
few minutes‘a day. The rest of his time is 
spent alone. And it is this being alone that 
constitutes the peculiar severity of his pun- 
isiment. In other respects, he is quite as 
well off as a convict in our New-York State 
prisons, and in some things a gooddeal better, 
off. His work is no harder, and commonly 
not so hard. His rations are about the same, 
and. bis cell is a great deal larger, and 
‘in every “way more comfortable. The 
fact that ‘the convict is alone, renders 
the restraint or prevention of refractory 


far more practicable, But, notwithstanding 
all these’ advantages to the prisoner, the 

punishment is generally reatded ts a much. 
harder. one than that of the “silent system ;” 
‘and the correctness of ‘this view is shown in 
a very, practical and conclusive. manner by:
